Industrial Park 
Unit Planned in 
Freeway Path 


An industrial park subdivi- 
sion is planned directly in the 
path of the proposed Willow 
Road freeway, Menlo Park city} 
planners learned Monday 
night. 

The subdivision will be an- 
other unit of Kavanaugh Indus- 
trial Park, south of Willow} 
Road. The area is within the ci-| 
ty limits. 

Tom Kavanaugh, represent- 
ing the owners of the proper- 
ty, showed planners a subdivi-) 
sion map featuring 20 large in-| 
dustrial lots and two additional | 
streets, to be known as Dolan} 
and Maloney drives. 

The map was presented to} 
the planners for their appro-| 
val, a necessary step before the 
subdivision becomes legal. 

Presumably, when fully | 
developed the industrial park 
subdivision will add consid- 
erably to the presently-esti- 

mated $35,000,000 land ac- 
quisition cost of the propos- 
ed freeway route. 

In other actions concerning 
industrial parks, the planners 
set Aug. 6 as date for a hearing 
on proposed amendments to 
the zoning ordinance affecting 
such districts. 

In their proposals, minimum 
lot size in such districts would 
be 25,000 square feet, maxi- 
mum ground coverage by build- 
ings would be 50 per cent, min_| 
imum front yard _ setbacks 
would be 20 feet and no on- 
street loading would be allow- 
ed. 

The proposed amendments 
would also allow coffee shops 
and restaurants in an industri- 
al zone, if the would-be opera- 
tor of such an establishment 
could show a need and qualify

It’s really simpie—you just dial numbers instead of letters. And since the numbers correspond 


to the same dial openings as the letters they replace, dialing itself remains the same. 


The country’s growing population is the reason for all-numeral phone numbers. As more and 
more families get telephones, usable letter combinations for prefix names are used up. Going 
to an all-numeral system throughout the nation will help make enough phone numbers 


available to keep up with thi 


All Number Calling will help prevent wrong numbers caused by mistaken spelling, such as 
“Cl” instead of “CY” for CYpress. It also eliminates the confusion between the letter “0” 
and the numeral “0” and the letter 
throughout the country are all numerals, the letters can be removed from the dial, making 


dials easier to read and use. 


The switch to this universal type of numbering is taking place gradually. Anyone getting 
service for the first time, moving to a new address or getting a new phone number in the area 
served by the Palo Alto and Mountain View Directories is now being given an all-numeral 
number. All other numbers will be converted during the next few months. During this conver- 
sion, Information Operators will give out some numbers with numerals and others with letters.

There Are Many Ways 
Of Judging School Costs 


“California school districts spent $1,616,960,000—an 
average of. about $455 per pupil—to operate elementary 
schools, high schools and junior colleges during the 1960- 
61 fiscal year.” 

That’s the nub of a report issued this week by State 
Controller Alan Cranston. It’s a large figure, we'll admit; 
it’s big enough to scare the conscientious objectors to high 
taxes. 

Of course, according to a quick bit of figuring, this 
amounts to the cost of providing education for more 3,553,- 
000 individuals in the state. 

The figure’s a large one, we'll admit. But what of the 
other expenses of education? 

The big cost of education, really, is that which results 
from the fact that hundreds of thousands of young people 
with good, strong backs are taken out of the labor market. 

Cranston doesn’t provide us with any breakdowns as 
to age groupings, but its conceivable that of the more than 
three and a half million young people in school, there ought 
to be about a half million or so who are over 15 or 16 years 
of age, and who might well be strong enough, well coor- 
dinated enough and nominally bright enough to hold some 
sort of a job—in other words, to contribute to the total pro- 
duction of which our economy is capable. 

Let’s, for the sake of argument, assign these people 
to low-skill, poorly-paying jobs. Let’s say each of them 
makes $1 an hour for a 40-hour week and a‘52-week year. 
That’s $2080 for each of them—multiplied by the half mil- 
lion students we have, in this example, reassigned. On 
this basis, turning these young people loose in industry 
would result in total production which could be valued at 
$1,040,000,000—a sizeable hunk of that total education. bill 
cited in the first paragraph. 

Of course, these people might, over the long haul, 
only prove trained enough to be hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water, and jobs for such people are getting hard to 
find as industry works with more and more complicated 
machinery. 

But our example should show one way in which school 
costs can be cut—if conscientious school tax critics really 
want to get at the heart of the matter.

‘Sister City’ Idea Ce a 
ls Taking Root 


When Mayor William R. Lawson last summer forward- 
ed greetings to Galway, Ireland, and that community and 
Menlo Park became “sister cities,” there was probably some 
doubt as to the eventual strength of the ties between the 
two municipalities. 

These ties, happily, are growing stronger and next 
Tuesday, when the mayors of the two towns talk to each 
other by way of the communications satellite “Telstar,” 
the bond between the two communities will again have 
been made firmer. 

Both communities also will realize the benefits of the 
publicity received as “sister cities” which are much closer 
together in spirit than the geographical distance between 
them would lead an onlooker to expect; the example might 
well serve to stimulate other “sister city” relationships. 

In years to come, we expect the contacts between Gal- 
way and Menlo Park to grow firmer, with exchanges of 
letters, memorabilia, and information of interest. There 
will possibly in time also be systematic “pen pal” contacts 
with individual people in Galway, too. 

As we see it, nothing but good can come of all this. 
There'll be a growth in understanding between peoples and 
this, in ages past, too often has been lacking. 

Meanwhile, a backward look: The “sister city” idea for 
Menlo Park and Galway was first put forward by Lloyd 
Rogers, who first thought of it for this and the Irish com- 
munity from which Menlo Park’s founders came. 

He should get the credit and, beyond that, the satis- 
faction one feels when he sees one of his ideas take firm 
root as his has.

Municipal Report: 


County Fair a Growing Concern 


(The San Mateo County 
Fair and Floral Fiesta is 
Menlo Park’s, as well as that 
for other cities of the coun- 
ty. For this reason, we pub- 
lish herewith a summary of 
its history through the years. 
ed.) 

The 28th annual San Mateo 
County Fair and Floral Fiesta 
on Aug. 3 will combine an agri- 
cultural-livestock fair, science 
and industry show and one of 
the finest flower and garden 
expositions to be seen any- 
where. 


The original show from 
which today’s Fair and Fiesta 
ras developed actually was 
held 35 years ago as a neigh- 
borhood flower exhibit in the 
old San Mateo Junior College 
auditorium. This year’s event 
will be staged on the modern 
48-acre fairgrounds adjoining 
Bay Meadows race track in San 
Mateo. The growth of the Fair 
through the years is an inter- 
esting reflection of the atmos- 
phere, attitudes an ddevelop- 
ment of San Mateo County. 

In 1928, when a few wom- 
en of San Mateo and a num- 
ber of commercial flower pi- 
oneers organized the first 
shok, industry was an almost 
undreamed of element in the 


area’s economy. The county’s 
population was either rural 
or residential, with only en- 
ough commerce to service 
the needs of the small, quiet 
communities that dotted the 
shores of the Bay and the 
Coastside. 


These elements have remain- 
ed and they continue to be re- 
presented at the Fair and Fi- 
esta, in the lush floral exhibits 
that have completely taken ov- 
er the huge Fiesta Building, 
the extensive home arts and 
agricultural displays, tables of 
cakes, cookies and pies, and 
canned goods fro mapples to 
pickled zucchini. 

But the post-war industrial 
boom in the Bay Area chang- 
ed both the face — and the 
mood — of San Mateo County. 
No longer a “bedroom county” 
for San Francisco commuters, 
the Bayside undertook a posi- 
tive program to meet the eco- 
nomic and industrial needs of 
its communities, and soon man- 
ufacturing and_ distributing 
firms began locating along the 
Bay — many of them vitally 
involved in a space-age devel- 
opment. 

Due to organized effort on 
the part of individual com- 
munities and industrial de- 


velopment associations, since 
1955 more than 800 new 
plants and expansions with 
an estimated capitalization of 
over $150,000,000 have been 
added to the county — a rec- 
ord second to none in the na- 
tion for an area of this size. 


The growth of the Fair and 
Fiesta has been equally pheno- 
minal, and its expansion has 
mirrored the change in the 
face of the county. 

By 1938, the Fiesta had add- 
ed commercial exhibits to the 
competition, and became asso- 
ciated with the California 
Fairs program under the Divi- 
sion of Fairs and Expositions. 
With funds from horse racing 
aiding expansion and a county- 
appointed Fiesta Commission, 
the Fair was placed on a fully 
organized, yearly basis. 

Attendance and participation 
increased greatly, encompas- 
sing the Coastside’s agriculture 
and commercial floral produc- 
tion, until 1941 when World 
War II suddenly brought all 
festivities to a halt. 

Recovery was swift after 
the war, and by 1948 the Fair 
Association purchased 25 
acres of land from the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club and the 
first building was construct-

acres along both sides of 
the proposed reservoir. 

Most of the land needed, al- 
ready timbered, is owned by 
the Santa Cruz Lumber Com- 
pany. Purchase negotiations 
will be started as soon as def- 
inite plans of the entire project 
are drawn up and approved. 

Sheriff Earl B. Whitmore 
said the present scout camp 
would become an ideal spot 
for a\prisoner work farm for 
the time being. The prison- 
ers would work on the reser- 

voir project, clearing land 
and brush. 

It is estimated that it will be 
1965 before the camp site 

would be filled with water 
backing up from the dam. Even 
the temporary establishment of 
a prisoner’s work camp will 
delight Coastside residents. 
They had fought the site near 
the Skyline leading into Half 
Moon Bay and also a plan to 
establish the farm at the Half 
Moon Bay Airport, already 
county owned. While it is prob- 
able that the airport site will 
be the final choice for a perm- 
anent camp, at least no decis- 
ion will be made for a few 
years. 

County taxpayers need not 
start fretting over the $3,700,000 
cost. According to Manager 
Stallings, the federal govern- 
ment will pay the full construc- 
tion cost for flood control, as 
well as 50 per cent of the 
water conservation and fish 
and wildlife preservation proj- 
ects. 

Additional funds can be ex- 
pected from the state, and pos- 
sibly the federal, governments 
for a share of the cost of rec- 
reational facilities. 

This item alone is estimated 
at $500,000, while access road 
costs are put at $200,000. 

The people of the Pesca- 
dero area likely will have to 

form a water district and 
erect a treatment plant to 
make the reservoir water 
available for home use. This 
would be a minor cost to as- 
sure the people of an ade- 
quate water supply, both for 
irrigation and home use. Add 
to that the attraction that the 
reservoir would have as a 
recreation center and you 
have a well thought out proj- 
ect. 

The apparent wholehearted 
support of Stalling’s plan both 
from the board of supervisors 
and the public, is in direct con- 
trast to the plan of the USS. 
Army Engineers for a flood 
control dam on San Francis- 
quito Creek back of Menlo 
Park and ‘Stanford University. 

This project, estimated at $7 
or $8 millions, brought im- 
mediate protest from both the 
university and Menlo Park of- 
ficials. This way the flood prob- 
lems can be solved by directing 
the channels of the creek and 
not flooding huge hill areas 
that are ideal for development. 

The dam project did sound 


like a pretentious program for 
the somewhat small watershed, 
but the dangers still exist and 
most everyone hopes the Army 
Engineers can come up with a 
plan for the creek itself that 
will correct the situation. 


Certainly it would save a lot 
of beautiful land from being 
flooded and allow for orderly 
development of the area to the 
west. 

According to present plans 
of the supervisors, the call for 
bids may be announced before 
Jan. 1. The prisoner work 
camp will be established by 
Sept. 1 to do preliminary work. 
In the meantime, negotiations 
will be started with state and 
federal officials to determine 
their participation in the proj- 
ect. 

Stallings said if the program 
goes along as planned, the stor- 
age of water would start in the 
winter of 1964-65. When com- 
pletely full, the reservoir 
would hold 25,000 acre feet of 
water. 
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ed. All departments of the 

Fair were located in the Fi- 
esta building that year even 

though it was still unfinish- 
ed, and wood shavings cover- 
ed the floor. 

“Since 1948, the addition of 
buildings and equipment, and 
the improvements in the fair- 
grounds have amounted to a 
combined state and county in- 
vestment of $1,570,504.02. 

A Community Exhibit build- 
ing, the Fiesta Bowl and the 
Agricultural building were con- 
structed in 1952. And by 1957 
a Junior Livestock building 
was completed and a modern 
administration building replac- 
ed the old ranch house built in 
1920 by the original owners of 
the property, who had operated 
a dairy in the area. 


By this time, the substantial 
change in the area’s economy 
and the growth of the popula- 
tion (which has increased 85 
per cent in the last 10 years 
and is expected to pass 625,000 
before 1970) were being re- 
flected in the Fiesta. 

At a cost of more than $12 
million, the Twin Industrial 
building was constructed in 
1960 and was used that year to 
house the already large science 
and industry show even though 
the building was not quite com- 
pleted. 


And the end is not in 
sight. Fair Manager William 
M. Wilson has proposed a 
new construction and major 
maintenance program for the 
next six years that will add 
1000 ne wgrandstand seats 
and an all-weather cover to 
the Fiesta Bowl theater area, 
enlarge the restaurant facili- 
ties, add washrooms, a cor- 
poratioan yard and mainte- 
nance building and provide 
a heating plant for one wing 
of the Twin-Industry build- 
ing. 

Last year the second indus- 
trial show proved one of the 
most popular exhibit areas at 
the fairgrounds, closely rival- 
ing the famed floral displays 
that reach to the rafters of the 
three-story Fiesta building. 

The addition of the industri- 
al show, the carnival and fun 
zone, more flower exhibits and 
glamorous gardens, and a grow- 
ing number of fat lambs, can- 
ned persimmons and angel 
food cakes have necessitated 
the growth of the Fiesta staff 
to a hard-working crew of 80 
during fairtime. 

The Junior Livestock Show 
has grown from 32 exhibitors 
in 1953 to more than 800 for 


this year’s show. Much of the 
credit for this expansion goes 
to Robert Ward, 4H farm advi- 
sor, and William Duncan of 
Menlo Park, who serves as 
chairman of the Junior Live- 
stock Show’s annual 4-H auc- 
tion, one of the most popular 
events of the fair. 


Wilson said it takes from. 


6000 to 7000 exhibitors to make 
up the Fiesta. 

He points out that agri- 
culture and floriculture will 
continue to be important 
parts of the Fair, since San — 
Mateo County’s coastside con- 
tinues to be primarily a rural 
region.
